This  is  to  inform  you  that  the  petition  to  eliminate  the  easement  from 
Lake  Avenue  to  Delaware  Avenue  between  Pemberton  and  Randalia  Drives 
has  been  studied  by  our  Engineering  Department.  The  results  show  this 
is  a platted  alley  and  will  need  to  go  through  an  alley  vacation 
procedure  before  it  can  revert  back  to  the  property  owners.  Said  pro- 
cedure is  as  follows: 

1.  Petition  to  vacate  the  alley  must  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Plan  Commission  with  a copy  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Works.  City  Plan  charges  a fee  of  $50.00  to  cover  costs 
of  advertising,  etc.  After  City  Plan  holds  a hearing 
and  approves,  it  moves  to  step  2. 

2.  Resolution  is  submitted  by  City  Plan  to  the  Common 
Council  for  approval.  This  requires  four  weeks. 

3.  Street  Engineering  prepares  a Resolution  to  be  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Upon  adoption,  a public 
hearing  is  held  by  the  Board,  and  if  no  objections  are 
registered,  an  Assessment  Roll  of  benefits  and  damages 
is  ordered.  Property  owners  are  served  a notice  of  the 
benefits  and  damages  and  date  for  final  hearing  is  set. 

It  is  at  this  hearing  that  the  Board  of  Works  finally 
confirms  the  vacation.  This  means  that  the  property 
owners  abutting  both  sides  of  the  property  to  be 
vacated  become  owners  of  one-half.  . That  is,  providing 
both  properties  are  in  the  same  platted  Addition.
